For two years democratic leaders in the House 
and Senate have been denouncing the Hawley- 
Smoot tariff bill in unm easured terms, declaring 
th a t its rates are extortionate, wholly beyond rea­ 
son and in every way dam aging to American in­ 
terests. 
And now th a t they are in control of the House, 
with an easy p ossibility th a t they also may con­ 
trol the Senate through a coalition with certain 
senators there who have shared in the denuncia­ 
tion of the Hawley-Smoot law, w hat do they do? 
They introduce a bill which not only does not 
change a single schedule in the p resent law, but 
contains p rovisions which if adop ted would abso­ 
lutely freeze these p resent schedules for at least 
two years. Under the p resent law any schedules 
found to be too high by the tariff commission 
and the p resident can be at once reduced, as some 
of them have been since the law was p assed. But 
under this democratic bill the p ower will be tak ­ 
en out of the hands of the p resident to order any 
rate change and would be vested in the congress. 
T h at anything like wholesale reductions in the 
p resent schedules could be effected so long as 
President Hoover rem ains in the W hite House 
nobody believes. If the democratic measure were 
p assed, therefore, it would fix the p resent rates 
a t least until the winter of 1934. Assuming th a t 
a democratic p resident might be elected and 
come into office in 1933, still nothing could be 
done until congress convened in the following 
December and it doubtless would be well into 
1934, under the most favorable circumstances, 
before any changes could be made in the Hawley- 
Smoot law under the p rovisions of the p ending 
bill. 
The unvarnished truth, of course, is th at this 
bill, which docs not touch a single tariff schedule, 
which p rop oses to delay changes in schedules and 
make them more difficult, and which demands 
the absurdity of an international tariff confer­ 
ence, is nothing more than a dem ocrat face-sav­ 
ing p rop osition. 
Having so furiously denounced 
the Hawley-Smoot bill, the democratic leaders 
were fairly comp elled to offer some sort of a tariff 
measure. They realized at once th at they never 
could agree among themselves as to w hat sched­ 
ules should be changed. They realized, also, th a t 
if they actually disclosed their hand and let the 
country know w hat sort of a tariff revision they 
would p erp etrate if they had the p ower it would 
be altogether too bad for them in the next cam - 


p aign. And so they h it up on this subterfuge, 
knowing p erfectly well th a t the p resident will 
veto it even if it p asses. 
It is a p itiable exhibition of bankrup t states­ 
m anship .

WASHINGTON’S PICTURE 
Probably it is too bad th a t New York’s Metro* 
p olitan Museum of Art had to cast asp ersions on 
the famous p ainting of George W ashington cross­ 
ing the Delaware w ithin a few weeks of the 200th 
anniversary of W ashington’s birth. 
G ranting 
th a t the p icture was artistically defective, it is 
p robably one of the most widely known p aintings 
in North America; and it will be, for years to 
come, w hether art critics assail its m erits or not. 
And that, by a somewhat round-about route 
leads one to wish th a t the camera, esp ecially the 
movie camera, could have been invented a coup le 
of centuries earlier th an was really the case. 
This p ainting, like many others, owes its ex­ 
istence to our intense desire to have history illus­ 
trated. It isn’t enough to read about things; we 
w ant to know exactly how things looked at the 
m om ent they were hap p ening. 
To read about 
W ashington’s dram atic th rust at Trenton is ex­ 
citing. To see a p icture of it, even a p oor p icture, 
is better. 
So we get such p aintings, and grow fond of 
them , even though we know th a t they are bad 
p aintings. 
But w hat wouldn’t we give for a few p hoto­ 
grap hs! 
Some p hotograp hs of W ashington himself, for 
examp le. We have p lenty of p aintings, but they 
don’t quite make him clear to us. They contain 
too much of the p ainted; they look too noble;
